The yave trap consists of = coli ind & gondunssr*+hich is shunted ocross 
the coil vhich has the propor turns ratio so thit it is tuned to the interfering 
signal. This cireuit 2bsorbs the interfering signel and yet allows other signals 


to nass thru vith out anv loss. here are various types und verious circuits 
such ss series tuned, bend pass, 4 redio frequency cholts: and. others. It must be 


remembered that for the best performance of the vove trep, it must be placed as 
close to the entenne post of the receiver es possibie. If this fails to cure the 
trouble, the receiver is probs bly not properly designed and . ith: few chenges in 
She cireuit snd other revisions, it vill be free of nmsteur interference. In the 
superh terodyne set, this trouble is more prevailent due to the large influx of 
cheap and not properly designed sets on the merket todsy. As it vas stéted in the 
begining, the chief cause of this interf<rence in the superheterodyne receiver is 
aie to the insufficiently shielded oscillator in the set. If a ave trap is used 
*hoe intorfercnee is sometimes eliminated and in cthur cases useless. Rech time it 
d2ouends on how the set is constructed and designed. Tn Thatcasc, theron is nothing 
ls¢ to do but to have the set redesigned or buy 2 superheterodyne receiver thet 
has the proper characteristics, and cons struction. 


Tt vill be found that . pre-selector or a radio frecuency stace ahead of the loesl 
osailletor and mixer stee: of the set will be very useful in climination of the 
emeteaur interference.
